President hereby makes the following rules further to emend 
the Central Civil Services (Leave) Rules, 1972, namely :— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Central Civil Services 
(Leave) (Fourth Amendment) Rules,. 1983, 

( 2 ) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 


2. In the Central Civil Services (Leave) Rules, 1972, for 
Sub-Rule (3) of Rule 39, the following sub-rule shall be 
substituted, namely :— 

“(3). The authority competent to grant leave may 
withhold whole or D.a't of cash equivalent of earn¬ 
ed leave in the case .of a Government servant 
who retires from service on attaining the age o£ 
retirement while under suspension or while disci¬ 
plinary or criminal proceedings are pending against 
him, if in the view of such authority there is a 
possibility of some money becoming recoverable 
from him on conclusion of the proceedings against 
him. On conclusion of the proceedings, he will 
become eligible to the amount so withheld after 
adjustment of Government dues, if any.”

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that 
such marriage is permissible under the personal law appli¬ 
cable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax,—Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessaty or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, and in con¬ 
sultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax 
any of the provisions of these tules with respect to any class 
or category of persons.

(b) Who, having a spouse Jiving, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, shall be 

eligible for appointment to the said posts : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law ap¬ 
plicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and that there are grounds for so doing, exempt an*/ person 
from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax.—Where the Central Government is of
